Airmail history enthusiasts will 
recollect that this Indian Ocean 
expanse from Africa to Australia 
was the last barrier to be over- 
come in man’s attempt to cut 
down on the time element in the 
exchange of intercontinental mails. 

The first air conquest of the Aus- 
tralia—Africa route did not take 
place until 
Richard Archbold Expedition ac- 
complished it. This was by no 
means a direct flight, as the flying 
boat “‘“GUBA” circled well to the 
north to make stops at three tiny 
islands and finally hit the African 
continent half-way up the east 
coast at Mombasa. 

It was not until November 1947 
that regular service was be- 
gun between Johnanesburg, South 
Africa and Sydney, Australia, by 
Quantas Empire Airways in what 
was the first commercial crossing 
of the lower part of the Indian 
Ocean. 

This forthcoming SAA first 
flight, by coincidence, follows by 
but two days the 40th anniversary 
of the first air mail flight in South 
Australia which is being marked 
with special ceremonies and cov- 
ers in that region, Further, it an- 
ticipates by the same margin the 
Tenth Year of the Quantas first 
(return) flight from Johannesburg 
to Sydney in 1947,

Art Sources Of 


Mrs. Clare

Ht is fascinating to learn the 
sources upon which stamp design- 
ers draw for their artwork, Many 
are obvious, but behind others lies 
a story and it is for such a story 
that members of the Fine Arts 
Unit of the American Topical Assn. 
are constantly seeking — hoping to 
find another stamp which will be 
of interest. 

Portraits are among the obvious 
designs; but have you ever won- 
dered where on earth some of the 
old ones were obtained? We have 
selected the somewhat arbitrary 
date of 1840 and assume that the 

rtrait of any person who died on 
er before then has been copied 
from some type of art work — 
painting, lithograph, sculpture, and 
So On, 

Exceptions will be found to this 
rule for frequently there is no pic- 
ture in existence of the person 
depicted. When this occurs, the 
painting of an unknown may be 





trait may be entirely the product 
of the designer’s imagination. 
Stamps of the Netherlands, about 
which we have learned a great 
deal thanks to the courtesy of the 
Netherlands P. T. T., show ex- 
amples of this. Other countries 
also use the same technique. 

A portrait of the poet Antony 
Christiaan Winand Staring, 1767- 
1840, appears on a semipostal is- 
sued by the Netherlands May 29, 
1941. This was designed by S. 
Hartz and is entirely imaginary. 
It seems somewhat strange as 
Staring’s dates are sufficiently re- 
cent so that one would think there 
should be some kind of a represen- 
tation of him in existence. There 
may be, but we have word that this 
picture was composed without ex- 
ample. 





A portrait of the poet Maria Tes- 


semipostal issued by the Nether- 
lands (May 16, 1938). There is no 
known picture of her, so a crayon 
drawing of an unknown woman (by 
Hendrik Goltzius) was used as a 
basis for this design. 

The portrait of Confucius on the 
1947 issue of China is another im- 
aginary one. However, it is the 
product of the imagination of an 
artist from centuries past. 

It is adapted from a stone en- 
graving by an unknown artist. It 
is typical of those representing 
Confucius as a kind-hearted old 
gentleman. The large ears (a sign 
of sincerity) and the rather flat 
nose (curved inward) are charac- 
teristic of his appearance ag usual- 
ly described some centuries after 
his death. Many other like in- 
stances could be cited. 

Many portraits seen on stamps 
have been designed from those 
found in old manuscripts, books, 
and maps. The Marco Polo, is- 
sued by Italy on July 8, 1954, 
comes immediately to mind in con- 
nection with a map. The map- 
makers of the time used to sketch 
the heads of their sea captains on 
their maps and it is thus that a 
German map-maker gave us an 
idea of the appearance of Marco 
Polo. 

Among many others is the por- 
trait of Count Lamor:! II, 1621- 

















deliberately substituted, or the por-'selschade, 1594-1649, is on another 


1676, on the 4fr. stamp issued by 
Belgium in 1952 to commemorate 
the 13th U.P.U. Congress. This 
came from an engraving in ‘‘Les 
marques d’Honneur de la maison 
de Tassis’’ by J. Chifflet. 

Yet other portraits have been de- 
signed from those on tapestries. 
The 3fr. stamp issued by Belgium 
in 1952 portraying Count Leonard 
II, 1594-1628, shows a detail of the 
count on horseback from a tapes- 
try in the Bibliotheque Princiere 
de Tour and Tassis, at Ratisbonne. 

According to Mrs. Margaret 
Marcus of the Cleveland Museum 
of Art, the stamps of Japan are 
full of interesting fine art touches. 
For instance, in 1930 two stamps 
were issued in commemoration of 
the tenth anniversary of the dedi- 
cation of the Meiji Shrine. The 
border of these stamps was taken 
from the textile band used to raise 
and lower the drop curtain of the 
main shrine. The design originally 
appeared on textiles of China’s 
T’ang dynasty. 

One of the most _ interesting 
stamps, however, is the 30s stamp 
issued by Japan in 1946 showing 
the Horyu Temple Pagoda. The 
border shows a design said to have 
been adapted from a metallic dec- 
oration of BEETLE WINGS! But 











we must not give away all of Mrs,. 
Marcus’ secrets. 

It is believed that a necklace is 
the basis for part of the design 
on the 1d and 5d stamps issued by 
Crete in 1905. According to Charles 
S. Thompson (Weekly Philatelic 
Gossip 12/19/42) the five eight-pe- 
taled daisies forming part .of the 
background of the Europa on the 
Bull stamp, and the rosettes which 
flank the ‘‘5’s’’ at the top of the 
Arcadi Monastery one, may have 
been adapted from a pattern on, a 
solid gold necklace from Phaistos. 

Several stamps havc been copied 
from artwork appearing on plates. 
Among them are the four issued 
by Russia on September 10, 1935, 
for the 3rd International Exposition 
of Persian Art. They depict a lion 
hunt of Shapur II from a plate of 
the Sassanian Dynasty (A.D. 221. 
to 650), which is one of the treas- 
ures of the Hermitage Gallery... A 
detail of this plate may also be 
found on Persia Scott No. #982. 

So you see, sources for stamp 
designs are almost infinite — if 
one could only track them down.

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Since the first of this year there have been several very notable 
thefts of fine stamps. Just to mention a few, the Jayne collection in 
Chicago, Bell of Canada, a Detriot collection and among the later ones 
the fine collection of Israel made by Taylor of Portland, Ore. and 
given to the Jewish National Fund Head- 
quarters at San Francisco. Later it was 
to have been sent to the Jewish National 
Museum in Jerusalem. 

There seems to have been some quick, 
fast and decisive action in this later theft. 
Three young men have been apprehended 
and a large part of the stamps recovered, 
but sad to say, the beautiful album pages 
on which the stamps were displayed have 
been destroyed along with the album 
binders. 

We feel confident that if the plan we 
shall suggest in this editorial had been fol- 
lowed with reference to the theft of the 
auction lots at Tampa as well as the theft 
of the stamps from the APS show in San 
Francisco, the thieves would now be behind 
bars. The plan we suggest can work pro- 
vided that dealers will cooperate fully in 
putting it into effect. We should also have 
the same cooperation from collectors, for 
collectors too have been known to buy 
stolen stamps even though unknowingly. 

We fully believe that the better and more reputable dealers are 
honest and would like to see thieves caught and punished, but they 
often are lax in that they do not fully investigate and find out whence 
the stamps that are offered them may have come. This same may be 
said of collectors, but the collectors are far less apt to become in- 
volved than is the dealer. 

Is it not a fact that if a large quantity of stamps in the form of a 
collection, or in some other form is offered to a stamp dealer, that 
the party offering such stamps should be known somewhere, particuilar- 
ly in the town in which he has resided, as a stamp collector? If this 
fact is established by the prospective buyer it would be an easy mat- 
ter to find out from collectors in the same town if the party concerned 
really was a collector who might have acquired the fine lot of stamps 
offered, in a legitimate manner, such as having collected them over a 
period of years. 

In brief, find out of the party offering the stamps was legitimately 
possessed of the stamps. 

Knowing what we know about the Tampa and San Francisco 
thefts we feel certain that had this proceedure been followed the 
stamps would not have been purchased by the dealers who bought 
them, We believe further that after these dealers found out the exact 
status of the parties offering them they should have reported it to the 
proper authorities. They should have had every reason to believe that 
the persons making the offers were not known collectors or dealers 
who may be have rightfully come into possession of them. 

This is a very simple matter. Any collector having such a line 
of stamps as were involved in this instance would naturally be known 
to others. We doubt if.there is any similar lot held by anyone who is 
not known to other collectors or dealers and who could legitimately 
show proper ownership of said stamps. 

We also feel certain that when a fine lot of stamps is stolen the 
thieves could not prove legitimate ownership, thus they could not find 
e buyer for the stolen stamps. 

This plan could produce the desired results. If the persons of- 
fering the stamps were rightfully possessed of them a sale could re- 
sult. If they could not establish rightful possession, then they should 
be reported to proper authorities and an investigation should result. 

To make this plan work it would be necessary that as complete a 
description as possible of all stamps stolen should be filed with the 
ASDA. These reports should be kept for an indefinite period or if 
stamps were recovered the files could be removed. Also it would 
require the complete cooperation of every stamp dealer. 

We know of course that dealers are eager to buy fine material. 
However, they should not let that eagerness overcome their desire 
and wish to help catch thieves who have stolen stamps.

“Being a little hard up for cash, Britain is toying with the idea of 
printing some special postage stamp issues more or less for the 
benefit of stamp collectors. The Division of Political and Economic 
Planning suggested that the stamp collectors might help balance the 
budget with their purchases or at least help out the petty cash account. 

“‘The London Times is horrified. This is what it had to say: 

** ‘Ichabod! Glory will indeed have departed when we have to come 
to this. Have we not for generations rather looked down on those smal] 
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'| countries that had to resort to such devices, and taken pride in the 


: fact that Great Britain disdained to turn something essentially useful 
into a collector’s toy or a gewgaw? 

“ ‘And rightly so. We may have economic difficulties; we are 
not yet as hard up as all that. The postmaster general ... is the 
head of a great government department, not of a fancy goods store.’ 

“Well now, old chappies, there’s no call to work up such a sweat. 
lf you want to talk the government out of putting out special collec- 
tor’s stamps, just point to one of the small countries that have done 
so. Such as the United States. Last year, there were 18 special stamp 
issues. And so far this year we have had 13. 

“And you know what? The post office loses money, anyway. 
Something like £200,000,000 a year. Makes the stamp collectors 
happy, but doesn’t balance the budget.’ 

( Other reports of proposals in Great Britain for the issuing of more 
stamps to help get more money for the Government have been re- 
ported and discussed in the Philatelic Press. 

The London Times seems somewhat upset over the idea and in 
commenting on it refers to the United States as one of the ‘“‘small 
countries” that have practiced this plan, Over here we usually refer 
to Lichtenstein. as a very small country.

It is the 
preparation and mailing of Christ- 
mas gifts and cards to your family 
and friends around the globe. 

No matter how expeditiously the 
post office handles your items, it 
still takes a fair amount of time 
and effort to get them to the near 
and far corners of the world. As 
for instance if you have things to 
go to Australia, the Middle East 
and Asia, you should have them 
in your post office by the end of 
this month. ; 

This is for packages sent parcel 
post, and greetings and letters 
sent by surface mail. Anything to 
go by air should be sent on its way 
no later than the first week in 
December. 

All the far away places which 
ordinarily take 25c for the airmail 
fee, plus South America, ought to 
go by October 31. Europe, Cen- 
tral America and their adjacent 
regions no later than the third 
week in November. Canada, Mex- 
ico, Cuba and several of the larger 
West Indies island nations by De- 
cember 10. 

It all boils down to the thought 
that if you are going to the ex- 
pense and trouble of remembering

What he should have done was 
to check the date of each post- 
mark to note perhaps, if it was a 
first day cover.

This 
would help because of the fact that 
certain stamps did not appear be- 
fore a certain date.

Writers call the POD robbers 
and inconsiderate of their best in- 
terests, which is not true at all. 
They’re just too tight, or have too 
large appetites for their purses. 

Another conclusion one might 
draw, and one which I have held 
for a long, long time, is that there 
aren’t more than 200,000 actual 
money-spending ($100 2 year or 
more) collectors in our hobby. 

I would differentiate here be- 
tween the collectors and the “‘in- 
vestors’’. There are quite a few 
citizens who will buy one or more 
panes of each new commem and 
put them away for the ‘‘big pro- 
tits’’ to come in several years. We 
have a number of such misguided 
souls in our town and they account

In the Eternal City three semi- 
nar sessions were arranged so that 
the Americans each one of whom 
heads a special committee, might 
meet a group of Europeans who 
have similar intentions. Until they 
met at Rome and planned to put 
paper plans into concrete action, 
People-to-People was little more 
than an idea through which it was 
hoped the world’s citizenry might 
develop the kind of understanding 
and friendship which must lead to 
world peace. 

The first seminar was held in the 
American Embassy. Various for- 
eign service officers briefed the 
visitors on the various problems 
which would have to be taken into 
consideration in order to make 
projected plans operative and ef- 
fective. 

At the following meetings all 
representatives wer: extremely 
frank and most cooperative in 
finding a way to establish ‘at 
grass root levels’ a relationship 
with people in other lands. 

The meetings were chairmanned 





by Charles E. Wilson, former 
president of General Electric and 
president of People-to-People, Inc. 
Under him are chairmen of 42 dif- 
ferent committees representing 
professions, trades and avocations, 
each of which will try to get their 
followers to communicate with or 
personally visit foreign neighbors 
with like interests. 

So far only one of the commit- 
tees actually has done active work. 
More than two years ago, a n-tion- 
al advisory committee was estab- 
lished in New York to put on an 
international scale, a world-wide 
Letter Writing Week such as was 
initiated in the United States twen- 
ty years ago and which since had 
been attempted in several over- 
seas countries. 

Last March, a resolution pro- 
posed by Postmaster General Ar- 
thur E. Summerfield was present- 
ed to the Executive and Liaison 
Committee of the Universal Postal 
Union, seconded by the Soviet 
Union and unanimously passed. It 
Subsequently was presented to the 
enitre UPU membership at the Ot- 
tawa Congress and again unani- 
mously passed in August. 

Because there was too little 
time, only a few countries which 
had previously indorsed the idea, 
were in a position to take an active 
part in the first ILWW from: Oc- 
tober 6 to 12. 

Germany, the Saar and Colom- 
bia all issued special stamps for 
the occasion; Switzerland, Austria, 
Belgium and the Netherlands pre- 
pared distinctive postal markings 
for the week. 

Because stamp collectors al- 
ready were recognized as prolific 
letter writers, the ILWW commit- 
tee asked the writer to develop 
this aspect of the program. A 
number of American stamp clubs 
agreed to exchange stamps and 
letters with similar groups abroad. 
Letters Abroad, Inc., of New York 
presently is handling individual re- 
quests for the names and. ad- 
dresses of persOns overseas who 
would like to participate. 

, While all of the committees gave 

Progress reports of what they an- 
ticipated doing,’’ the comments of 
H Lindquist, chairman of the 
P-to-P program’s Hobbies Com- 
mittee, revealed philatelic news 
that had not even been reported 
in Washington. 

Attending the meeting while re- 
turning from Tev Aviv, Mr. Lind- 
quist revealed that he personally

Cuban Stamp To 
Mark 1927 Flight 


A special Cuban airmail stamp, 
commemorating Pan American 
World Airways’ first flight 30 years 
ago between Havana and Key West, 
Fla., is being made available to 
collectors and stamp enthusiasts. 

Through arrangements made by 
PAA with Cuban and U. S. postal 
authorities, collectors may obtain 
appropriately cacheted covers, can- 
celled in Havana on October 28, the 
anniversary date, and backstamped 
at either Key West or Miami. 

Collectors should send 20c (U. S. 
coin) for each cover to Pan Ameri- 
can World Airways, Mail Superin- 
tendent, P. O. Box 817, Miami 48, 
Fla. The envelopes addressed to 
PAA also should contain the cover 
that is to be returned to the sender. 
All envelopes must be received in 
Miami not later than midnight Oc- 
tober 24. 

The flight 30 years ago over 110 
miles of sea inaugurated airmail 
service between Cuba and the U. S. 
It was the first overseas flight by 
a U.S. flag carrier and set the stage 
for the virtual shuttle service PAA 
operates today between Havana and 
Miami, 

The special stamp bears the in- 
scription: ‘‘Key West-Habana, in- 
auguration correo aereo October 28, 
1927.’”’ Depicted on it are Cuba, the 
lower part of the Florida peninsula 
and the plane that made the first 
flight, a Fokker F-VII plane with 
the PAA insigna.

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The great TABIL show at Tel 
Aviv is now over, but the ‘philatelic 
souvenirs emanating from it are 
still being distributed to collectors 
the world over, including the 
world’s first ‘‘Postal Card Souve- 
nir Sheet’’. 

Cards in Sheet Form 

The sheet consists of a 120 pruta 
postal card and another of 220pr. 
value, with inscription around 
three sides of the sheet and a 
serial number at the bottom. The 
imprinted postal card stamps are 
rather crude, showing a globe and 
stylized wing. 

At the lower left of each card is 
a vignette; the 12@pr. shows a 
1948 printing press, while the high- 
er value shows the new 1957 press. 
The marginal inscription reads 
“ESPOSITION IN T E RNATION- 


| ALE DE TIMBRES-POSTE, TEL 


AVIV 17-22 SEPTEMBRE 
1957/TABIL 1957”’ in French, with 
a repetition of the same inscrip- 
tion in Hebrew. First day of sale 
was September 19. 

The souvenir stamp sheet itself 
will by now have received wide 
circulation, but brief comment on 
its design should still be of inter- 
est. _The mosaic which it repro- 
duces was found in 1928 near other 
ruins known only by the Arab 
name of ‘“‘Kirbat Beit Ifa’’, in the 
vicinity of the Jewish settlement, 
which had Hebraicized that name 
into “‘Beit Alfa’’. 

The work is part of the floor of 
an ancient Hebrew synagogue, 
and the portion of the mosaic 
which makes up the stamps shows 
Helios in a sun chariot at the cen- 
ter, surrounded by a Zodiac, with 
symbols for the four seasons of the 
year at the four corners. 

The ‘art’? is crudely done, for 
depictions of human and animal 
figures were frowned on by the 
ancient Jews, who took seriously 
the Biblical injunction, ‘‘Thou shalt 
not make... any likeness of any 
thing that is in the ... earth. .” 
The Beit Alfa mosaics therefore 
rank high in the scale of Hebrew 
art finds. 

An inscription in Aramaic and 
Greek identifies the artists as 
‘‘Marianos”’ and his son ‘‘Aninas”’ 
and dates the work during the 
reign of the Roman Emperor 
Justinius (518-527 A.D.). A further 
inscription adds, ‘“‘May the crafts- 
men who carried out this work, 
Marianos and his son Hanina, be 
held in remembrance.” 

A Clever Maximum Card 

In conjunction with the issuance 
of the TABIL sheet, a cleverly 
done set of maximum cards was 
privately created. There are four 
of them, each reproducing in yel- 
low the Zodiac section of the mo- 
saic. Into each of the cards, a 
separate triangular TABIL stamp 
was inserted, so that the complete 
set of cards shows each of the 
TABIL stamps positioned in its 
proper place around the Zodiac. 

Short Life for Recent Airsheets 

The two airsheets on blue-green 
paper issued back on May 20 have 
had a short life and will bear 
watching. On August 18 they were 
replaced with new sheets of simi- 
lar denominations but on a differ- 
ent type of paper—150pr. brown on 
rose and 250pr. green on green. 
Apparently the May 20 issue was 
On paper that did not lend itself 
well to actual use, being too 
smooth in texture. 

A Birthday and Two Meetings 

Several other events of interest 
have been honored recently in Is- 
rael, but by cancellations rather 
than stamps. 

On July 28 the Second Interna- 

tional Congress of Jewish Studies 
met in the Binyanei Ha’OQoma 
(Convention Center) at Jerusalem. 
A Special cancel was issued in its 
honor. The meeting was featured 
by an address by Yigal Yadin, who 
is both the head of the Israeli 
Army and, in his own right, an 
ardent and respected archeologist. 
President Ben Gurion also ad- 
dressed the Congress, pointing out 
to the delegates that Israel is the 
only Mid-East land where the orig- 
inal Biblical language survives. It 
represents, said the President, 
4000 years of unbroken cultural 
tradition. 
On August 12 a special pictorial 
cancel honored the founding, 75 
years ago, of the now-thriving 
town of Rishon Leziyyon,. which 
received its start thanks to the 
endowment by Baron Rothschild of 
the ‘‘Societe Cooperative Vigne- 
ronne” of wine growers. Today, 
Rishon is noted as a wine g.owing 
region. In fact, when the special 
cancel went into use, a prominent 
wine company distributed its own 
souvenir. 

This was a card which repro- 
duced an ancient mosaic showing 
early Hebrews carrying the fabu- 
lous cluster of grapes which Jos- 
hua’s spies brought back to him 
“out of the land of Caauan’’, The 
card was franked, appropriately, 








with the 1954 Festival stamp (Scott 





No. 8), which resembles the mo- 
saic, and cancelled with the spe- 
cial Anniversary cancellation. 

A third event of. interest is the 
annual sports meet, or Macca- 
biade, which was held this year in 
Ramat Gan, September 15-24. A 
special pre-Maccabiade advertis- 
ing cancel was used in Haifa, Jeru- 
salem and Tel Aviv from August 
21. When the games opened at 
Ramat Gan, a variation of the 





cancellation went into use there. 

Nine nations participated in the 
games, with a contingent of 60 
Americans and Canadians, The 
Israeli athletes scored high, with 
226 points, while the United States 
took second place with 197. The 
Americans swept the track and 
field events, winning 11 of 20 
events and placing second in 8 
more.

The late September auction of 
the Mercury Stamp Co., New York 
City, was marked both by the 
quality of the classic issues on 
cover and by the realizations they 
brought.

Austria, 9kr. 1850 with mute Kra- 
kau cancel $380; and Lombardy- 
Venetia 1850, 15c with mute Berga- 
mo cancel, $560. 

The second part of the sale, rare 
stamps off cover, was well sup- 
ported and brought excellent 
prices, although not so outstanding 
as those of the first .ession.

Got your album open at the Fiji 
page? Good, then let’s proceed 
with our discussion of last week. 
Most British colonies have at least 
one map stamp; Fiji has several 
of type A27 (Scott’s Nos. 120, 123, 
129, 129B, 130 and 154), some of 
which turned out to be spectacular 
buys for those who bought them as 
new issues for a few cents each. 


The artist managed to fit only 
the principal islands into the small 
space allotted to this map. Aside 
from numerous smaller islands, 
there are also Rotuma, about 250 
miles to the north and rather iso- 
lated—a steamer calls but four 
times a year—and Kandavu, about 
75 south of the main island of Viti 
Levu. 

The capital city of Suva, popu- 
lation about 40,000, is located on 
the latter. There are no other com- 
munities of any notable size, the 
next largest communities of Lau- 
toka and Vatukuola numbering 
less than 4000 residents each. The 
islands comprising the Colony of 
Fiji occupy a central position in 
the southwestern Pacific. Suva is 
about 2000 miles by air from Syd- 
ney, 1300 from Auckland, 3200 from 
Honolulu and 5600 from San Fran- 
cisco, 

The archipelago includes over 
300 islands, and they vary greatly 
in size. About a hundred of them 
are inhabited, while many others 
are used by the Fijians either for 
the planting of food or for tempo- 
rary residence during the turtle- 
fishing season. The total land

The most notable of the barriers 
is the Great Sea Reef. It extends 
as a western wall for 350 miles and 
encloses wide areas of shallow 
coral-strewn sea. 

Mountain ranges of moderate 
height lie across the path of the 
prevailing winds, and all the larger 
islands show a marked difference 
between their windward and lee- 
ward sides. The windward slopes 
enjoy a copious rainfall, well dis- 
tributed throughout the year. Their 
flat lands lie deep in grass and 
cultivated crops; their foothills 
and higher slopes are smothered 
under a dense growth of tropical 
rain forest. 

The leeward areas, on the other 
hand, have well defined wet and 
dry seasons and are covered with 
grass and reeds, a few scattered 
shrubs and hardy trees, although 
there are patches of forest on the 
higher peaks and in well-watered 
gullies. 

Viti Levu (4,011 square miles) is 
roughly oval in shape, the main 
watershed lying along its north- 
south axis, with the wet zone to 
the east and the dry zone to the 
west. The interior is mountainous 
and contains 29 peaks of over 3,- 
000 feet, the highest being Mt. Vic- 
toria (4,341 feet). 

The principal rivers include the 
Rewa, which with its tributaries 
drains the windward or wet part of 
the island, and the Sigatoka and 
Ba, both in the dry zone. The 
Rewa is navigable by small craft 
for a distance of 70 miles, its low- 
er reaches being much used for 
the transport of sugar-cane and 
other produce. 

The coasts are fringed with fer- 
tile flats which run far back along 
the river valleys or fan out in 
level deltas. It is on these low- 
lands that the majority of the peo- 
ple are settled, many of them be- 
ing engaged in growing sugar- 
cane, others in mixed or subsis- 
tence farming. 

Most of the secondary industries 
are established at Suva but the 
important goldmining industry is 
located near the north coast. 

Vanua Levu (2,137 square miles) 
ranks as the second island in or- 
der of size, and possesses valuable 
natural resources, although with 
the exception of the sugar and 
copra industries, development has 
hitherto not been on a large scale. 
Timber is milled on the inland 
slopes of the main dividing range, 
and gold was formerly mined at 
Yanawai, near the south coast. 

Of the smaller islands, Taveuni 
(168 square miles) is well styled 
the Garden of Fiji on account of 
its deep rich soil and highly devel- 
oped plantations. Kadavu (169 
square miles) is the first landfall 
for ships and planes approaching 
Suva from the South, and it of- 


fers to the visitor attractive and 
unspoiled scenery typical of the 
South Seas.

which serves a large area of the 
South Pacific. 

Suva, the principal town and the 
capital of the colony, is situated 
in the south-east of Viti Levu, on a 
peninsula fronting a spacious har- 
bor on the one side and a seaplane 
base on the other. 

The town of Lautoka, on the 
northwest coast, is the most im- 
portant sugar-milling center and 
the port from which most of the 
raw Sugar produced in the colony 
is exported. 

The climate of Fiji is governed 
chiefly by the marginal position 
that the islands occupy within the 
tropics, and by the vast expanse 
of sea’ with which they are sur- 
rounded. The effect of the sea is 
to moderate the temperature end 
since wind from any direction 
comes from the sea, the breeze is 
always cool and pleasant. Human 
comfort is, indeed, largely a mat- 
ter of ventilation, and only on 
calm days are heat and humidity 
oppressive. 

The prevailing winds are the 
trades, but in this area they are 
easterly rather than southeasterly, 
and neither so strong nor so con- 
stant as they are farther to the 
east. During the hot season from 
December to March light variable 
winds press over the Fiji islands, 
often bringing torrential rains with 
them so that during this season 
the ‘‘dry’’ sides of the islands may 
be wetter than the ‘‘wet’’. 

While temperatures seldom rise 
above 90°, the humidity frequently 
measures 90-100 percent which 
makes this hardly the ideal winter 
vacation spot for American tour- 
ists spoiled by modern aircondi- 
tioning. Tropical cyclones strike 
at least some part of the colony al- 
most every year, but long periods 
may elapse between such visita- 
tions in any given locality. 

We have sufficient material on 
Fiji for two or three additional 
columns so that those readers who 
are still shivering from our last 
visit to the Falkland Islands De- 
pendencies will really be able to 
thaw out!

Collectors are queer in that most 
of them are slaves to the catalog. 
When Gibbons dropped Egypt from 
its Commonwealth volume and in- 
serted it in the “rest of the world”’ 
one, prices came tumbling down 
as British Colonial collectors ceased 
collecting the country’s issues and 
dumped their holdings for what 
they could get. The result is that 
Egyptian material, no less interest- 
ing by any means than a decade 
ago, now sells for a fraction of its 
old price and is almost dead stock 
in any British dealer’s hands, and 
that Egyptian lots, which have been 
offered in large number in British 
sales the last few years, can be 
had at unbelievably low prices sale 
after sale. 





Set makers are often up against 
it getting enough copies of an odd 
value to make the set complete, 
at least to the designated top val- 
ue. It so happens that the George 
VI lc Kenya is relatively scarce 
both mint and used, since there 
was little use for that denomination. 
The result is that London wholesal- 
ers are offering 50% over face 
to get supplies sufficient to fill in 
their sets. Similarly, the 74d 
George VI Australian stamp, nor- 
mally employed only on single- 
weight foreign letters, is almost 
unprocurable in quantities used, 
and fetches as much as 2/3 face 
from wholesalers marketing sets. 

Back in the 90’s, the 3c Colum- 
bian was the scarce one and to get 
copies enough to make up sets 
through the 10c which he was then 
exporting to Germany, an Alexan- 
dria, Va. florist, J. Murray Bartels, 
who later became a famous New 
York dealer, stuck quantities of 
them onto envelopes addressed to 
himself and ran them thr.ugh the 
Alexandria post office to get them 
cancelled. He had a few dozen to 
spare, ultimately, and the entire 
covers bearing them, addressed in 
his characteristic handwriting, are 
still encountered on occasion after 
all these years. As postal items 
they make no sense at all, for the 
letter rate had been reduced from 
3c.to 2c some years before, and 
these lone threes, cancelled Alex- 
andria, always puzzle newcomers 
who don’t know their interesting 
history. 





Incidentally, in Europe dealers 
don’t even bother to put low val- 
ues onto envelopes to get them 
regularly used—they just have 
them cancelled by the sheet. That’s 
why so many sets of used issues 
one buys have low denomination 
copies bearing the telltale neat 
corner cancellation (one cancella- 
tion per block of 4 to the sheet) 
and all too often the original gum 
that the set maker has been too 
lazy to wash off. So watch your 
low values! Genuinely used copies 
are worth several times what the 
cancelled-to-order ones are. 


There is vast overproduction of 
First Day covers here in the USA. 
After they begin to clutter up the 
office, most any dealer is glad to 
accept half face in quantity lots— 
offers frequently made in whole- 
saler. literature and by _ satchel 
dealers making the rounds. Other 
dealers simply tear the corners 
off the surplus dead stock covers, 
soak the stamps free and then sell 
them as superbly used copies. A 
very substantial number of un- 
wanted FDCs end up that way. 
Lots of collectors do this too when 
they find it impossible to move 
duplicate material or the collec- 
tions they have gotten tired of. 
Of course, with this keeping up 
year after year, surviving covers 
may have real market value in 50 
or 60 years. Remember that unused 
Columbians could be had for 20% 
below face up to about 1920 since 
large numbers of people who had 
bought them for investment found 
it impossible to get their money 
back and finally dumped them for 
what they could get. Most of the 
superb mint blocks of the dollar 
Columbians one ‘‘Ohs”’ and ‘‘ahs’’ 
over today cost their owners, now 
in middle or late life, less than 
face when acquired a generation 
ago. 

The original purchasers lost stag- 
gering sums through loss of inter- 
est on their investment and then 
having ultimately to sell below face 
because the market was glutted 
with such merchandise,

ization (the counterpart of our own 


YMCA), the proceeds to go into its 
general treasury. Sir Ernest heads 
the Bank of Ceylon and has a fabu- 
lous collection of that country’s is- 
sues. Harmer of London is to mar- 
ket the stamp by auction and you 
should learn how much it has 
brought about the time you read 
this. 

Later — it was sold to 2 British 
dealers for £4,500 sterling. 





A.A. Rosenblum of Australia is 
wholesaling Commonwealth issues 
and kiloware collected by the Wom- 
en of the University Fund organ- 
ization in behalf of relief work 
among Hungarian children. Sub- 
stantial shipments of clothing and 
considerable sums of money de- 
rived from the sale of this philatel- 
ic material have already been sent 
out. The Melbourne women are go- 
ing about this in a big way and 
are gathering huge lots of stamps 
via church congregations, clubs 
and lodges throughout Victoria. 
One sees appeals and collection 
boxes in many places. 





Moorabbin, Victoria is a truck- 
gardening center some ten miles 
southeast of Melbourne, the Victor- 
ian metropolis. It is well-known 
philatelically in Australia because 
of a dealer’s 7% above face Aus- 
tralia and territories new issue 
service which operates from there. 
Don’t ask me how it can done— 
low overhead, probably, since Lon- 
don firms complain that at twice 
that rate, their new issue services 
barely break even and are carried 
largely for their advertising value. 
As one often hears, ‘‘In Australia 
things are done differently.’ 


Speaking of that scarcest of all 
“common” Australian 7d George 





VI stamp normally used only on 
single weight surface mail letters 
abroad, I note from the current 
commonwealth post office report 
that only about 1% million copies 
a year are needed to meet all re- 
quirements. Now one understands 
why copies are never seen in deal- 
er stocks down here— most of them 
are used up on mail overseas and 
have to be repatriated, which is 
pretty tough when such small quan- 
tities are involved. Controlled mail 
operators down here could cer- 
tainly clean up big by concentrat- 
ing on that value and letting all 
others, which can be had on every 
hand, take care of themselves. 
The same, incidentally, occurred 
with the dollar Omahas. Ads in the 
stamp papers a generation ago 
were crowded with below face of- 
fers. Many banks and insurance 
companies regularly bought the 
dollar values of both issues for use 
as postage, discounting their mail- 
ing bills substantially thereby. One 
of the old-time London wholesalers 
we knew used to boast that he had 
500 sets of used dollar value Colum- 
bians and as many sets of 50c, $1 
and $2 Omahas in stock. When 
young Herman Herst made his first 
buying trip to Europe (he’s just 
back from his 14th in 25 years), 
he picked up a parcel of several 
hundred fine used 50c Omahas 
from an open air stall dealer in 
Paris. When you’re temped to “‘in- 
vest”’ in unused USA sheets to put 
junior through college, remember 
that junior will probably be a 
grandfather before the stamps in 
question command any real mar- 
ket, for the simple reason that 
thousands like yourself are doing 
the same uninspired thing and that 
all of you will be lucky ever to 
get even face for your holdings.

Deterioration of Yemen 
Stamp Situation 


The philatelic situation in Yemen! 
has steadily gone from bad to 
worse since the last issue of this 
column. A_ progress. report 
various pending items previously | 
mentioned is as follows: | 

1) The whole APU (Arab Postal | 
Union) deal is ‘‘on ice’ again. It 
is true that Postal Adviser Kab- 
lawy and Acting Minister of Com- 
munications Qadi al-Hajri attend- 
ed the Congress in Libya and sign- 
ed the convention for Yemen. it 
is true that Yemen’s uniform APU 
stamps were printed in Cairo and 
delivered in Yemen. It is true 
that the other APU states an- 
nounced Yemen’s adhesion to the 
convention over their state radio 
| programs and in the press, to- 
| gether with the new reduced rates 
| to Yemen. BUT, for some reason 
known only to himself, Yemen’s 
| ruler, H.M. the Imam Ahmad, has 

not ratified the convention. 

In an absolute monarchy like 
| Yemen, where there is no parlia- 
| ment, the sovereign’s signature is 
the only form of ratification of in- 
ternational agreements at highest 
level. This may be partly due to 
His Majesty’s health condition and

A character from thc work of 
Peter Bezruc, Czech poet is fea- 
tured as the design of a 60h. stamp

15. It shows the portrait of a 
peasant woman subtitled “‘Mary- 
cka Magdanova’’. The item was 
designed by Prof. K. Svolinsky, 
engraved by J. Schmidt and print- 
ed in sheets of 50. The execution 
is in black recess with vermilion 
photogravure background. 


Turks Mark Afghan Visit 


The visit of the King of Afghanis- 
tan to Turkey has been marked by 
two offset-printed stamps showing 
the portrait of H. M. King Mcham- 
med Zahir Shah. Values are 25k. 
light and dark green (airmail), 
and 45k. maroon and buff (ordi- 
nary mail), Printers are Guzel 
Sanatlar Matbaasi, Istanbul. 


Brisk Activity From 
West Germany 


The German Federal Ministry of 
Posts appears to be well on the 
way to making good its promises 
to issue every West German stamp 
in parallel versions for the Saar— 
similar in a sense to the Italian 
stamps which were released for 
Trieste. However, in the case of 
Germany. the original designs are 
modified to include franc denomi- 
nations and very often new colors 
to differentiate the two issues. But 
even this was not adherod to in 
the latest two series which appear- 
ed throughout the German Federal 
Republic. 

October I saw the release of four 
stamps in the annual ‘‘Volkshilfe”’ 
charity series. This year’s sub- 
jects are devoted to coal mining, 


and show the following scenes 
from designs by Bert Jager, Frei- 
burg: 

7 + 3pfg. brown and _ black, 


young miner (5,100,000); 10 + Spfg. 
green and black, miner at the coal 
face with pneumatic drill; 20 + 
10pfg. red and black, miner at con- 
veyor belt; 40 + 10pfg, blue and 
black, miner at tub elevator. 
Quantities of the last three values 
are 7,600,000, 7,350,000 and 2,650,000 
respectively. 

For the Saar, these stamps are 
issued in the same colors and de- 
signs, but valued at 6 + 4, 12 + 6, 
15 + 7, and 30 + 10fr, respective- 
ly; the printing here is 1,300,000 
level sets. 

International Lette r-Writing 
Week (October 6 - 12 was honored 
by“a single 20pfg. stamp, showing 
two flying doves carrying letters 
in their beaks. The design is the 
work of Wilhelm Neufeld, and is 
printed in gray black and red in a 
printing of 20,000,000 copies. 

For the Saar, this stamp was re- 
leased in the same colors, but 
valued at 15fr, in a printing of 2,- 
000,000 copies. 

October 26 sees a single en- 
graved 20pfg. stamp for the Prus- 
Sian patriot and politician Frei- 
herr von Stein, born 200 years ago. 
The stamp shows his profile por- 
trait from a design by Prof. Paul 
Dietrich, engraved by H. J. Fuchs. 

20,000,000 copies are »rinted in 
red. 

Productions of all these stamps 
is by the German Federal Print- 
ing Office in Berlin, on ‘“‘DBP”’ wa- 
termarked paper; they are all in 
the same format V (27.5 x 32.8mm) 
in sheets of 50, arranged horizon- 
tally except the Freiherr von Stein 
stamp. All will remain on sale 
until March 31, 1958, and valid un- 
til December 31, 1959. 


Berlin Honors Freedom Fighters 


To honor the 7th annual meeting 
of Front-Line Fighters Assn. which 
takes place in Berlin from October 
24 to -lovember 1 under the pa- 
tronage of the President of the 
Federal Republic, West Berlin is 
to release a single 20pfg. stamp, 
printed in light and dark gveen 
and golden yellow. It shows the 
design of the Association—a torch, 
globe and laurel wreath—and has 
been designed by Rudolf Gerhardt. 
Printing is by offset at the State 
Printing Office, format V,_hori- 
zontal, in an edition of 5 million 
copies. Release date, October 28; 
end of sale, April 30, 1958, and end 
of validity, December 31, 1959. 


Austria Plans Stamp Day Single 


The Austrian Post Office plans 
the release of a 1S. + 25gr. stamp 
at the end of November to Lonor 
“Day of the Postage Stamp, 1957’’. 
A special postmark honors the 
first Conference of the Internation- 
al Atomic Energy Conference,

This time the 
“Famous Swiss” on the 5 + 5c is 
Leonard Euler, mathematician and 
scientist, on his 250th birthday; the 
four photogravure-printed butter- 
fly stamps show 10 + 10c, postillion 
butterfly; 20 + 10c; magpie moth; 
30 + 10c, rose beetle; 40 + 10c, 
ribbon butterfly. The four are as 
usual multi-colored.

ARGENTINA. In commemora- 
tion of the centenary of Argentine 
railways, two stamps, a postage 
and an airmail, were issued Au- 
gust 31. The first 40c, brown, pic- 
tures a railway engine of 1857, 
while a modern locomotive is pic-

tured on the 60c airmail. Two days 
later a single 40c rose for Constitu- 
tional Assembly Reform was re- 
leased. 

BELGIUM. The EUROPA issue 
for 1957 for this country consists 
of two stamps. The theme for the 
six participating nations is to be 
the same: a United Europe, Peace 
and Prosperity. Designs are at 
the discretion of each country. On 
September 16 the 2 and 4 france set 
was placed on sale. 

The design is the same for both: 
six ears of corn, which represent 
the prosperity of the six countries, 
with a background of a coal mine 
dump, factory chimneys and a sec- 
tion of a steel bridge. 

BRAZIL. To honor the Brazilian 
Military Force in the Suez, a part 
of the UNEF, a _ $3.30 airmail 
stamp is to be issued on United 
Nations Day, October 24, 1957. The 
color of the stamp has not been 
announced. 

ECUADOR. On September 2 a 
set of three was issued in com- 
memoration of the 7th Postal Con- 
gress of the Americas. Values 
and colors are: 40c yellow, 50c 
blue and 2S. red, all postage val- 
ues. Pictured on the stamps are 
S. Michelena, F. Marcos and Gen- 
eral Pedro A. Herran, who were 
representatives at the First Ameri- 
can Postal Conference held in Bo- 
gota in 1838. 

GERMANY. A second value in 
the ‘‘Celebrated Men’’ series of 
West Berlin, was issued on Sep- 
tember 7. The adhesive, a 20 
pfennig plus 10pfg. in red and 
brown, pictures Ludwig Heck, di- 
rector of the Berlin zoo for 43 
years. 

IRAN. ‘To commemorate the 
visit of the President of Italy to 
Iran, two stamps were issued on 
September 7. The 2 rials value 
pictures the Italian President and 
the Persian Shah and the flags of 
both countries. The flags of Iran 
and Italy, and the ruins of Persep- 
olis and the Coliseum are pictured 
on the 6r. 

ISRAEL. In conjunction with 
the TABIL exhibition, a souvenir 
sheet form containing two airmail 
postal cards and an imprinted 
stamp of a new design was issued, 
to be sold at the special post of- 
fice at TABIL. 

The stamps are a 120 pruta pic- 
turing a primitive hand fed print- 
ing press such as that which pro- 
duced the Doar Ivri issues of 1948 
and a 220p. showing the high 
speed photogravure press now in 
use by the government prifters. 

JAPAN. The first Atomic Reac- 
tor in Japan, at Tokai-mura, is 
pictured on a 10 yen deep purple 
stamp which was issued Septem- 
ber 18. Two 5y. commems are 
scheduled, to mark the 12th Na- 
tional Athletic Meeting in Shizuoka 
Prefecture. One design will show 
boys boxing and the other a girl 
vaulting the parallel bars. 

On November 1 a 10y. stamp 
depicting a print of ‘‘Maritsuki’”’ 
by artist S. Harunobu is to be is- 
sued for the 1957 Stamp Hobby 
Week. 

NETHERLANDS. Two stamps 
were issued September 16 as the 
country’s contribution to the EU- 
ROPA series. They are of the 
same design: a six-pointed star, 
having the shape of a blade wheel 
which symbolizes the activity of 
the six member countries of the 
European Coal and Steel Com- 


munity. Near each point of the 
star a letter of ‘‘EUROPA’’ is 
printed. 


The denomination—10c, gray and 
blue and 30c, bluish Jreen ard 
blue—is at the upper left. An em- 
blem at the upper right symbolizes 
the development of European in- 
tegration. 

VIET NAM. Two sets have been 
forecast, to be issued before the 
year is up. One, of four values, 
will commemorate the Conference 
on the Colombo plan—denomina- 
tions will be 20c, 50c, 2 dong and 
3d. The second will commemorate 
the National Assembly of Viet 
Nam. -The values are to be 30 and 
80c and 4, 5 and 10d.

ARKANSAS CATALOG 


Not too many collectors know 
that one of the first, if not actually 
the first single state catalug to be 
published was the Arkansas listing. 
Published in 1944, it was a mimeo- 
graph job with the exception of 
perhaps the page that illustrated 
the various non-universal types. I 
think it was offset. The pages 
were 844 x 11 and the booklet was 
bound with a paper cover, side 
stapled. 

It was published under the aus- 
pices of the Arkansas Precancel 
Club with the permission of Hoover 
Brothers, then holders of the copy- 
rights on the Universal style sys- 
tem and numbers. The publication 
has long been sold out and I think 
the Arkansas Precancel Club does 
not exist anymore either. One of 
these catalogs will probably be 
quite a collectors item in years to 
come I judge. - 


PERFINS 

First, please, I do not collect 
Perforated Initials and know very 
little about them. I do know they 
are direct relatives of both Pre- 
cancels and Dateds both hand- 
stamp and printed. Too there 
seems to be a lot of interest in 
this field in recent months. The 
one question asked me most is, 
‘‘How to mount them?’’ 

A number of collections I have 
seen (not too many), had them 
mounted colored side down on a 
dark piece of cardboara slightly 
larger than the stamp. This of 
course brought out the PERFIN. 

L. G. Ludwig of Los Angeles 
sends me an album page designed 
especially for perfins. Solid black 
blocks slightly larger than a s.amp 
are printed five across the page 
and six down. Around each is a 
neat frame and under each a box- 
ed frame for notations. A very 
nice layout. 

This one can readily see will 
reduce the bulk that would occur 
in mounting a stamp on a card- 
board and then mounting both on 
an album page.. The Peerless Al- 
bum Co. of Aurora, Til, is the pro- 
ducer of these pages. 


STEUBENVILLE OHIO DOUB- 
LE LINES. 

For many years Steubenville 
used a regular U-15 style double 
line plate. All at once stamps be- 
gan appearing in a type that seem- 
ed—and upon measurement was 
found to be—different from the old 
type. The word OHIO was much 
closer to Steubenville vertically 
than in the regular type. 

Supposition had it that the old 
plate was damaged and possibly 
the whole bottom or top row or 
maybe rows had been replaced in 
some manner. We now know this 
is not true. Because several sheets 
have been examined of recent 
printings and they are the old reg- 
ular U-15 plate and there is no 
serious damage in the plate, or 
any repaired place. Only that fact 
is now established. The why and 
wherefore of the other plate with 
the different spacing is still a mys- 
tery to be solved.
